A head-on 
collision 
between 
a 
westbound Indianapolis & Cincinnati 
traction work car and an automobile 
near the crossing just east of the I. 
& C. traction station 
in Arlington 
this morning threw that 
town iii a 
high state of excitement, but it soon 
passed away when it was learned 
tat no one was burt in the appar­ 
ently dangerous accident. 
J. 0. Nel- 
son, a Carthage hardware dealer, and 
his clerk. Frank Swift, who rode in 
the car, barely escaped serious in­ 
juries or possible death by jumping. 
The car was badly battered but was 
not completely demolished. 
Mr. Nelson and Mr. Swift left Car­ 
thage early this morning and arrived 
in Arlington about 
eight 
o'clock. 
They turned from the Carthage pike 
and went to the first street east after 
they arrived in 
Arlington. 
They 
were driving Hie machine south at a 
moderate gait and. when near the 
traction line crossing, 
they were 
warned by Lon Tribby, an Arlington 
merchant, that a traction car was 
approaching from the east. 
The driver of the machine had no 
time to stop their automobile as it 
was almost on the track. Ile saw the 
work ear bearing down on them. Act­ 
ing on the impulse of the moment, 
both men leaped for safety and es­ 
caped being struck by the car. 
They 
suffered a few bruises 
and 
sore 
spots from the fall, but aside from 
that they were not hurt. 
I jumping from the car, Mr. Nel­ 
son turned the steering wheel in such 
a manner as to cause the automobile! 
to swerve to the left. 
The machine 
turned east and ran toward the work 
car after Hie men jumped from it. 
The traction car and the automobile 
met head-on and, of course, the auto­ 
mobile suffered. 
The speed of the traction car had 
I icon diminished to make the stop at 
Arlington and for that reason the 
crash was not as great as had the 
car been going at its usual rate. The 
automobile was badly bent and bat­ 
tered up. 
Ti was shoved along tho 
track for a short distance and then 
tossed to one side by the traction car. 
The windshield was 
broken into 
small pieces and the 
fenders and 
hood of the machine were smashed up 
almost beyond repair. 
One front 
wheel was mashed and the engine 
was considerably damaged by the im­ 
pact with the heavy car. 
Motorman George 
Schrader and 
Conductor Riggs were in charge of 
the traction car. 
All of the partici­ 
pants in the wreck admit that it was 
unavoidable and no blame is attached 
to anyone. 
The two occupants of 
tile auto bold the traction men blame­ 
less and declare that they take all of 
the blame for the accident if there is 
any. They say that they did not hear 
or see the approaching car and that 
the collision was unavoidable. 
They 
are thankful to have escaped with 
their lives. 
A wagon came from Carthage and 
the broken machine was hauled ba ok 
to the owner's home for repairs.

W ashing to n, Ju ne 22.—By a v o te o f 
89 to 18 senate Demo crats, Repu blican 
insu rg ents and n e a r insu rg ents co m­ 
bined last nig ht and passed a mo ­ 
tio n by Senato r Go re, referring 
th e 
Underwo o d wo o l rev isio n bill, which 
had ju st co me fro m the ho u se o f rep­ 
resentativ es. to th e finance co mmit­ 
tee with instru ctio ns to repo rt it back 
to the senate no t later than Ju ly 10. 
The actio n o f the senate pro bably 
means a g eneral rev isio n o f the tariff, 
with the pro spect o f the special ses 
sio n being pro lo ng ed u ntil Oct. 1. The 
resu lt o f the v o te had hardly been 
anno u nced 
when 
Senato r 
Penro se, 
chairm an o f the finance co mmittee, 
had issu ed a call fo r a special meeting 
o f the co mmittee fo r this mo rning . It 
W’as said that Mr. Penro se wo u ld no t 
wait u ntil Ju ly 10, bu t repo rt to the 
senate at o nce, and adv ersely , the 
Demo cratic wo o l rev isio n bill; and per 
haps also the farm ers’ free list bill, 
which also has been passed by the 
ho u se. 
If Senato r Penro se su cceeds 
in carry ing o u t this plan he will sim­ 
ply fo restall the actio n cf the co mbi­ 
natio n no w’ in co ntro l o f the senate, 
which has already planned to fo rce a 
repo rt o f the farm ers’ free list bill. 
It is self-ev ident that the situ atio n 
has slipped co mpletely o u t o f the 
g rasp o f the teg u lar Repu blicans, Sen­ 
ato r Penro se himself hav ing ackno w­ 
ledg ed that the senate is no lo ng er in 
Repu blican co ntro l and there is no 
telling ju st w hat will happen to Can­ 
adian recipro city and ho w’ far the co m­ 
binatio n will g o in reg ard to the tariff 
rev isio n. 
The g eneral impressio n is 
that the senate will no t be co ntent 
with passing the farm ers’ free list 
bill and the wo o len bill.

POWDER TRUST IS 


TOLD TO DISSOLVE 


Federal Court at Wilmington 


Takes a Hand. 


Wilmington, Del.. June 22.—An opin­ 
ion has been filed in the United States 
circuit court here by Judges Gray of 
Wilmington, Buffington of Pittsburg, 
an d Lanning of Trenton, declaring the 
Dupont Powder company and twenty- 
seven other companies and individu­ 
als to be guilty of “maintaining a 
combination in restraint of interstate 
commerce in powder and other ex plo­ 
sives.” 
The 
bills 
against 
United 
States 
Senator Henry A. Dupont and four­ 
teen other defendants were dismissed. 
This is the celebrated suit of the gov­ 
ernm ent against the powder trust for 
alleged violation of the Sherman anti­ 
trust act. 
The opinion enjoins the defendants 
from continuing “said combination,” 
and orders that it be dissolved.

court will hear argum ent on Oct. 16 
as “to the nature of th e injunction 
which shall be granted herein and as 
to any plan for dissolving said com­ 
bination.” 
The finding follows practically the 
decree of the United States supreme 
court in the American Tobacco case.

London, June 22.—Amid scenes that 
surpassed any that have m arked pre­ 
vious coronations. King George was 
today crowned. 
The program adhered 
strictly to the arrangem ents. 
In anticipation of the day’s event 
large crowds were early in the streets, 
along the Strand and around W est­ 
m inster abbey. 
Many remained up 
all night in the hope of getting a 
good vantage point from which to see 
the regal procession. 
Festoons, flags 
and stream ers were everywhere, and 
the coronation route was lavishly dec­ 
orated with masses of color. 
Stand 
speculators did a thriving business. 
The abbey began to fill several 
hours before the time set for the 
coronation 
service. 
As the distin­ 
guished personages were conducted 
to 
their 
allotted 
seats 
the 
opera 
glasses in the gallery critically ex ­ 
amined the gowns and jewels. 
Such 
a display of jewels never before was 
seen at a court ceremony. 
The procession of their m ajesties 
In their coach from Buckingham pal 
ace, the home of Britain's king and 
queen, to W estm inster abbey, where 
the ceremony took place, was without 
special incident. 
King Knelt in Prayer. 
The service in the abbey began with 
the reconsecration of the regalia. 
As 
the king and queen came in sight the 
archbishop of Canterbury took hit? 
seat in front of the coronation chair 
The queen passed to the left of the 
throne and to her chair. 
Then the 
king appeared, bowed to the queen as 
he passed her, and knelt in prayer be­ 
fore his chair in front of the throne. 
The king stood while the archbishop 
read the recognition, or election, be­ 
ginning, “Sirs, I here present unto you 
King George, the undoubted king of 
this realm,” etc. 
The king and queen 
knelt while the archbishop said the 
communion service, and the singing of 
the Creed followed. 
Nex t came the administration of the 
oath. The archbishop, standing before 
the king’s chair, asked, “Sir, is your 
majesty willing to take the oath?" 
The king answered, “I am willing,” 
and signed the oath. 
After 
the 
archbishop’s 
anointing 
prayer the sword, armillae and all 
were delivered to the king, according 
to the program. 
The choir started 
“God Save the King.” and this was 
the signal which started bell ringing, 
gun firing and shouting throughout 
the city’s streets. 
The Bible having been presented 
the king knelt to receive the benedic­ 
tion. 
He then walked to the great 
throne, where the archbishop, Prince 
of Wales and nobles knelt and paid 
homage. 
The queen's crowning was brief and 
simple. 
She left her chair and pro­ 
ceeded to the altar steps, where she 
was quickly 
crowned by the arch­ 
bishop of York. 
She was then led to 
the throne beside that in which the 
king sat. 
She bowred to him, and botl 
walked to the altar and received tht. 
communion. 
The service was completed with the 
singing of the “Te Deum.” 


Ju b ilatio n Was Un restrain ed . 
Salutes and massed bands playing 
"God Save the King" marked the de­ 
parture of their m ajesties from the 
abbey. The procession returned to the 
palace by a more circuitous route than 
that taken in going to the abbey in or­ 
der to afford a view to additional hun­ 
dreds of thousands. 
As the king and queen rode through 
the streets jubilation was unrestrain­ 
ed, and the crowds kept parading the 
streets for hours afterward. 
Both the king and queen bore the 
fatiguing ceremony well. 
While the 
coronation was being solemnized mes­ 
sages ef congratulation poured in from 
all over the world. 
The state carriage in which King 
George proceeded to the 'coronation 
has carried five of his predecessors to 
the abbey on a similar occasion. 
It 
was built 150/years ago, in 1761, for 
King George III., and its body, which 
weighs over four tons, is of fine oak. 
with allegorical 
paintings by Cipriani 
on the panels. 
Its initial cost was 
$35,000. George IV., William IV., Vic­ 
toria and Edward VII. also rode in it 
to their coronations. It was drawn by 
eight of the celebrated cream horse? 
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from the royal stables, and a groom 
In state livery walked at each horse’s 
hpad. 
The harness, which is covered 
with red morocco leather, with gold 
plated metal facings, was the same as 
was used at Queen Victoria’s diamond 
jubilee and at Edward VII.’s corona­ 
tion in 19 02. 
The king wore his crimson robes 
during the impressive ceremony of the 
recognition. 
For the ceremony of the 
anointing the crimson robes and cap 
of state were removed, and as he sat 
in the historic coronation chair he 
wore an underjacket of cloth of gold 
embroidered with palm branches and 
the national emblems of England, Ire­ 
land and Scotland. 
W hen he had 
been anointed on the crown of the 
head, on the breast and on the palms 
of both hands, he was robed in amice, 
stole and royal dalm atic—ecclesiasti­ 
cal vestm ents transform ed into m ag­ 
nificent robes of cloth of gold, describ­ 
ed in the coronation ritual as “the col- 
obium sindonis and the supertunica. 
or close pall of cloth of gold, together 
with a girdle of the same.” 
When 
the spurs had been presented and the 
king had been girt with a sword he 
was invested with the imperial mantle 
of cloth of gold and the armillae, or 
bracelets of gold, edged with pearls 
and ornamented with harps, roses and 
fleurs-de-lis. 
In these handsome vest­ 
m ents be was crowned and enthroned. 
Queen’s Coronation Robe. 
The qdeen looked ex quisite in her 
coronation dress of deep ivory duchess 
satin cut in princess style. 
The em ­ 
broidery was of gold thread of vary­ 
ing tints, giving a delicate light and 
shade. 
A rose, shamrock and thistle 
in the form of a tree tapered toward 
the waist and widened at the corsage. 
Around the bottom of the gown were 
lotus lilies on a surface of water, em­ 
blematic of India, and the seas of em ­ 
pire. 
In front of the gown was the 
star of India enveloped by the rose, 
shamrock and thistle design. 
The 
queen’s train was six yards long and 
one and a half yards wide, fastened at 
the shoulders with gold cord. 
The 
train was of royal purple velvet lined 
wdth ermine, 
with deep edges over­ 
turned forming the hem. On the inner 
side of the train was embroidered a 
chain of oak leaves and acorns faith 
medallions of rose, shamrock and this­ 
tle at frequent intervals. 
This evening their majesties w ill en­ 
tertain a small dinner party at Buck­ 
ingham palace. Tomorrow* evening Sir 
Edward Grey will give a dinner in 
honor of the king and queen. On Sat­ 
urday the royal review' at Portsmouth 
wdll take place. 
The royal party will 
leave London in the morning, and the 
king and queen will sleep on board the 
royal yacht.
